INTERNATIONAL WOMEN’S DAY 
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US ’fully capable’ of defending 


against N. Korea threat

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States said yesterday it 
was "fully capable" of defend¬ 
ing itself and its allies against 
any North Korean missile 
strike, after Pyongyang threat¬ 
ened to launch a nuclear at¬ 
tack. 

The US military could deal 
with any such attack, US offi¬ 
cials said, repeating earlier 
warnings that North Korea 
would gain nothing by provo¬ 
cations, while stressing they 
took its threats seriously. 

"I can tell you that the 
United States is fully capable of 
defending against any North 
Korean ballistic missile attack," 
said White House spokesman 
Jay Camey. 


"Our recent success in re¬ 
turning to testing of the up¬ 
graded version of the so-called 
GBI or the CE-II missile will 
keep us on a good trajectory to 
improve our defense capability 
against limited ballistic missile 
threats." 

Before the UN Security 
Council voted to impose tough 
new sanctions on North Korea 
over its February 12 nuclear 
test, Pyongyang earlier threa¬ 
tened a "pre-emptive" nuclear 
strike against the US. 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland said 
Washington was taking the 
threats seriously, but "extreme 
rhetoric has not been unusual 
for this regime." 

"You have to take a govern¬ 
ment at its word when it makes 
these kinds of threats, which is 
why we are making clear that 
we have not only full defensive 
capability for the United States 
but that we’re prepared to de¬ 
fend our allies," she added. 

Nuland also urged Py¬ 


ongyang to give up a threat to 
scrap the 1953 armistice agree¬ 
ment that ended the Korean 
War. 

North Korea announced on 
Tuesday that it would "com¬ 
pletely declare invalid" the 
agreement from March 11 in 
response to tougher UN sanc¬ 
tions, theoretically removing 
the only barrier to a resump¬ 
tion of full hostilities. 

Nuland refused to say 
whether that would leave the 
US technically at war again 
with North Korea. 

"There are obviously legal 
procedures and ways that this 
would have to actually be im¬ 
plemented if the DPRK were 
looking to pull out of it," she 
said, referring to the North's 
official name. 

She stressed, though, that 
"this armistice has been one of 
the underpinnings of peace and 
security on the Korean Penin¬ 
sula, so we would obviously 
urge that this not be the direc¬ 
tion that we go." 


Chavez to lie in state 7 more days, 
be embalmed 


Caracas (AFP) - Late Venezuelan president Hugo Chavez will 
be moved to a barracks where he will lie in state for longer than 
had been planned then be embalmed "like Lenin," interim leader 
Nicolas Maduro said yesterday. Chavez had been due to lie in 
state until a funeral today, but Maduro said millions wanted to 
see him, so he will be displayed for an extra week in the military 
base from where he spearheaded a failed coup in 1992.

with Minister Hooyboer- 
Winklaar, and was immensely 
impressed with her "intellect 
and philosophic outlook." She 
was invited to be one of his 
subjects for "Femme" and was 
thrilled in turn to be invited to 
have the world premiere of his 
final theatrical cut on Aruba 
for the Women's Day confer¬ 
ence. 

TMN: How did this film 
come about? 

El: I was filming my spiri¬ 
tual study, ’’The Invocation,” 
and talking to world leaders 
and spiritual gurus around the 
world such as Deepak Chopra. 
I ended up interviewing a lot of 
women, because I was tired of 
all these other spiritual movies 
that were only talking to men, 
as if God was a guy. I realized 
during this that I was getting so 
much more from the women... 
It was eye-opening for me...I 
have found most men who 
have watched ’’Femme” have 
very much the same reaction, 
they find it a revelations. 

The women I spoke to had 
real solutions that I found the 
men did not. Men are still rul¬ 
ing the world with the gun...It 


was an awakening. I 
thought ’’Let’s stop lis¬ 
tening to men and lis¬ 
ten to women!” That is 
how this movie was 
conceived. Let the 
women talk...they 

have solutions. Look 
at the countries where 
they have been elected 
to top office...you see 
them reducing poverty 
and hunger... making 
change, finding solu¬ 
tions. 

TMN: So when the 
U.S. gets a woman 
president next elec¬ 
tion, we can expect 
change? 

El: When Hillary 
Clinton is elected in 
2016, let us see the 
armed forces become 
Peace Corps...This is what we 
need, not to cut budgets, but to 
transform ourselves...and men 
have to transform, be in touch 
with their feminine side, their 
inner feelings. They have to 
stop talking and listen to peo¬ 
ple. 

TMN: All of this is fine for 
the Western World, where 
women have made advance¬ 
ments, and managed to attain 
control over the lives to a great 
degree, but what about the 
Theocratic countries where 
women have no say, where 
they are considered the prop¬ 
erty of their fathers or hus¬ 
bands? 

El: While making this film 
we traveled widely, and saw 
women rebelling all around the 
world. In China, they are unit¬ 
ing and starting to kick-ass! In¬ 
donesia, South Africa.. .women 
are fed up. The timing of this 
film is precipitous; women 
outnumber men anywhere on 
earth. From what I see, women 
are fed up and uniting and say¬ 
ing "Enough!” 

I also believe that men are 
tired of dying. They are tired of 
death and poverty, and so are 


becoming more 
willing to let the 
women lead. 

Even in the Mid¬ 
dle East, you see 
more and more 
women daring to 
drive a car where 
it is forbidden, 
daring to run to 
be a minister in 
Qatar: I really 
am hopeful. It is 
slower there, but 
it is happening. 

People will see 
that in the film. 

We didn't shoot 
only in the West¬ 
ern World, we 
traveled all over. 

In Israel, it 
was amazing. 

We met Palestin¬ 
ian and Israeli 
women getting 
together and hav¬ 
ing their 

"Women's Cir¬ 
cle,” plotting to spread peace. 
Why? Because they are tired 
from both sides of these idiot 
alpha male monkeys who are 
waving their guns and barking 
at each other. I think it is the 
nature of women, and the way 
they are raised, to seek peace¬ 
ful solutions. 

TMN: The Greek drama 
"Lysistrata” is the story of one 
woman convincing all the 
women in a town to withhold 
sex from their husbands until 
they stop the war. The idea of 
women being the peace 
bringers and men the warmon¬ 
gers has been around for mil¬ 
lennium, no? 

El: Yes, it is not new. There 
have been a number of films 
about it, but most made by 
women. I think this does make 
"Femme” stand out, that is by 
a man. Believe me, I am 
French, and your typical idiot, 
alpha macho monkey, which 
makes me the perfect creature 
to make that movie. It con¬ 


verted me...I have become the 
most feminist of all the macho 
***holes on this earth. I had 
to; after listening to all these 
wonderful women, and what 
they had to say...it was a reve¬ 
lation. It transformed me, and 
made me a better man. 

Emmanuel is happily mar¬ 
ried to a very patient woman 
who understands his need to 
travel and produce these films. 
They have two very young 
children, a son and a daughter, 
and are very conscious of the 
world they will inherit. He re¬ 
commends all men watch 
"Femme-Women Healing the 
World”, or women give it to 
their men as a gift and watch it 
together. ”1 am sure it will kin¬ 
dle the understanding needed 
in all relationships, and as well 
as the passion. They should 
watch it on Valentine's Day 
and that lover's holiday will 
have a perfect ending, guaran¬ 
teed.”

Mediator assisted meeting 
held between AAA and STA 
regarding Shift Change; 


Parties didn’t agree on 2 issues 


ORANJESTAD - Aruba Air¬ 
port Authority N.V. (AAA) 
held a meeting with labor 
union STA in the presence of 
mediator of Aruba Mr. 
Anselmo Pontilius regarding 
the procedures for Shift 
Change. 

It was a good meeting, and 
at the end only 2 issues were 
still pending. AAA as em¬ 
ployer defines the shift sche¬ 
dules. To accomodate and 
facilitate the shift workers 
AAA allows under certain 
conditions that the employees 
can change shifts amongst 
each other. These conditions 
were already introduced in 
2002. AAA has recently eval¬ 
uated the practice of shift 
changing and the 2002 condi¬ 
tions and last week decided 
to broaden the rules. Accord¬ 
ing to STA, its members do 
not agree with 2 of the new 
conditions: (1) It’s only al¬ 
lowed to change 3 shifts per 
month instead of unlimited 
shift changes and (2) it’s al¬ 
lowed to change shifts with 
another shift and not with an 
off day. 

These 2 issues are still 
pending for discussion in the 
next meeting that will be held 
next week Tuesday March 
12, 2013. 

Before this meeting, STA 
will reunite with its members 
to discuss what was agreed 
on during the meeting and 
also come up with sugges¬ 
tions to discuss with AAA in 
next week’s meeting. 

AAA is open to re-evalu- 
ate issue #1 which regards 
the amount of shift changes 
allowed, but for issue #2 
there isn’t much space for 
discussion. It’s the manage¬ 
ment’s opinion that shift 
changing is for the changing 
of shifts, that means that you 


change one shift for another 
one. In practice of the last 
years, employees have 
changed shifts with a col¬ 
league without the colleague 
taking over the shift. This re¬ 
sults in an unwanted si¬ 
tuation. Regarding the 
limitation of the amount of 
shift changes permitted per 
month, - 3 according to the 
new rule - fact is that in prac¬ 
tice there are a very small 
amount of employees that 
change more than 3 shifts per 
month, therefore AAA 
doesn’t think that this should 
be a problem for shift work¬ 
ers. AAA will remain pend¬ 
ing for the suggestions by 
STA in the next meeting.

Holder clarifies president's 
drone authority 


UN hits N. Korea with new sanctions 
amid attack threat

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Attor¬ 
ney General Eric Holder made 
clear yesterday that a US presi¬ 
dent does not have the power to 
order a drone strike against a 
"non combatant" American in¬ 
side the United States. 

Holder's clarifying com¬ 
ment came in a short letter to 
Senator Rand Paul, who 
mounted a 13-hour, non-stop 
filibuster in the Senate de¬ 
manding answers from the ad¬ 
ministration on the scope of 
drone policy. 

"Does the President have 
the authority to use a wea- 
ponized drone to kill an Amer¬ 
ican not engaged in combat on 
American soil?" Holder asked 
in a letter to Paul. "The answer 
to that question is 'no.'". 

Paul, an idiosyncratic, li¬ 
bertarian Republican, deman¬ 
ded a clarification from the 
administration to ensure "they 
are not going to kill non-com¬ 
batants in America" bringing a 
new US perspective to a row 
raging over the use of US 
drones against terror suspects 
abroad. 

On Tuesday, Holder had 
said that, while Obama had "no 
intention" of ordering drone 
strikes on US soil, the scenario 
could be possible if there was 
an "extraordinary circum¬ 
stance" such as an attack simi¬ 
lar to 9/11. 

Paul said after he received 
the letter that it showed his bat¬ 
tle was worthwhile. 


"The reason this is impor¬ 
tant is often drones are used 
overseas against people who 
are not actively engaged in 
combat," he told reporters. "I'm 
not saying they're not bad peo¬ 
ple or they might have previ¬ 
ously been in combat, but the 
thing is, we have to have a 
higher standard in our country." 

Paul's action won praise 
from some Republicans and 
those conservatives who see 
him as the heir to his father 
Ron Paul's quirky coalition in 
presidential campaigns. 

But critics questioned 
whether he was truly engaging 
on a point of principle and 
worried that he was scaremon- 
gering, since no US official 
had seriously mooted the use 
of drones against US citizens 
on home soil. 

"The president has not and 
would not use drone strikes 
against American citizens on 
American soil," White House 
spokesman Jay Carney said. 

"Those legal authorities that 
exist to use lethal force are 
bound by and constrained by 
the law and the Constitution. 
"The issue here isn't the tech¬ 
nology. The method does not 
change the law. The president's 
sworn an oath to uphold the 
Constitution, and he is bound 
by the law. 

"Whether the lethal force in 
question is a drone strike or a 
gunshot, the law and the Consti¬ 
tution apply in the same way." 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
The UN Security Council yes¬ 
terday slammed tough new 
sanctions on North Korea amid 
escalating tensions as the iso¬ 
lated regime threatened a pre¬ 
emptive nuclear strike against 
the United States. 

Washington said it was 
"fully capable" of defending it¬ 
self against any North Korean 
attack as international powers 
rallied behind the fourth round 
of UN punishment of Py¬ 
ongyang. 

After an accord between 
US and Chinese negotiators, 
the 15-member Security Coun¬ 
cil unanimously added new 
names to the UN sanctions 
blacklist and tightened restric¬ 
tions on North Korea's finan¬ 
cial dealings, notably its 
suspect "bulk cash" transfers. 

Ahead of the meeting, 
North Korea bitterly con¬ 
demned South Korean-US mi¬ 
litary exercises and said its 
army would "exercise the right 
to a pre-emptive nuclear attack 
to destroy the strongholds of 
the aggressors." 

North Korea now faces one 
of the toughest UN sanctions 


regimes ever imposed after nu¬ 
clear tests in 2006, 2009 and 
on February 12, as well as a 
long-range rocket launch in 
December. 

The Security Council's Re¬ 
solution 2094 threatened "fur¬ 
ther significant measures" if 
the North stages a new nuclear 
test or rocket launch. 

The new sanctions will 
"bite hard," said US ambassa¬ 
dor Susan Rice. "They increase 
North Korea's isolation and 
raise the cost to North Korea's 
leaders of defying the interna¬ 
tional community." 

China wants "full imple¬ 
mentation" of the resolution, 
said its UN envoy Li Baodong, 
while stressing that efforts 
must be made to bring North 
Korea back to negotiations and 
to defuse tensions. 

Russia's UN ambassador 
Vitaly Churkin also called for 
"cool heads" to bring North 
Korea back to six-nation talks 
on Pyongyang's nuclear 
weapons drive. 

UN Secretary General Ban 
Ki-moon, a former South Ko¬ 
rean foreign minister, said the 
resolution sent an "unequivo¬ 


cal message" to North Korea 
that "the international commu¬ 
nity will not tolerate its pursuit 
of nuclear weapons." 

The resolution expressed 
"gravest concern" over the Feb¬ 
ruary 12 test and adds three new 
individuals, a government sci¬ 
ence academy and trading com¬ 
pany to the UN blacklist for a 
travel ban and assets freeze. 

The resolution also called 
for "enhanced vigilance" over 
North Korean diplomats. US 
officials suspect the North's 
diplomats have been carrying 
suitcases of cash to get around 
financial sanctions. 

It said a ban on financial 
transactions linked to the 
North's weapons programs must 
include "bulk cash" transfers. 

Earlier resolutions gave 
states the right to inspect cargo 
suspected to contain weapons 
material. Those inspections 
will become mandatory. 

The Security Council had 
also banned exports of luxury 
goods but this resolution for 
the first time specifically 
named jewelry, yachts, and 
luxury and racing cars as items 
that must be banned.

Cuba gives Chavez hero's 
send-off 



HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba's lead¬ 
ers gave Hugo Chavez a send- 
off fit for one of their own 
Thursday, with huge crowds 
turning out to pay homage to the 
late Venezuelan leader in the 
Revolution Plaza in Havana and 
Santiago. 

Cuban President Raul Cas¬ 
tro, dressed in military uniform, 
placed a wreath before an image 
of Chavez. 

Cuba's new number two, 
Miguel Diaz-Canel, led another 
mass turnout at Havana's vast 
Revolution Plaza, the iconic pub¬ 
lic square from which revolution¬ 
ary leader Fidel Castro used to 
address the Cuban people. 

Other events memorializing 
Chavez were to take place in 
plazas across Cuba an honor 
typically reserved for only his¬ 
toric leaders of the Cuban revo¬ 
lution. 


In this case, tradition was set 
aside to remember a crucial oil- 
rich ally whose largesse has kept 
the communist-ruled island eco¬ 
nomically afloat during his 14- 
year-rule. 

During his illness, Chavez 
was treated almost exclusively 
in Cuba where his cancer was 
first detected in June 2011. 

After his death in Caracas, 
the Cuban government declared 
that "Chavez is also Cuban" and 
was hailed as a "true son" of 
Fidel Castro. 

Cuban flags were lowered to 
half mast over the colonial 
fortresses of Morro and La Ca¬ 
bana overlooking Havana's har¬ 
bor, and the government ordered 
three days of mourning. 

Today, when Chavez is 
buried in Venezuela, his passing 
will be marked here with a 21- 
gun salute. 


Excommunicated female 
priest detained over Vatican 
protest 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - An 
excommunicated female priest 
decked out in her liturgical 
robes was detained by Italian 
police for demonstrating at the 
Vatican on Thursday, where 
she called on the Catholic 
Church to rethink its policy on 
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ordaining women. 

Unfurling a red and white 
banner reading "Women 
Priests are Here", Janice 
Sevre-Duszynska said she 
wanted to draw attention to the 
lack of a voice for women as 
cardinals gather at the Vatican 
to choose former pope Bene¬ 
dict XVI's successor. 

"As the cardinals meet for 
their conclave to elect the new 
pope, women are being or¬ 
dained around the world!" said 
Sevre-Duszynska, a member 
of the Association of Roman 
Catholic Women Priests, 
decked out in an ivory, hand¬ 
made alb and green stole. 

"There are already 150 fe¬ 
male priests in the world. The 
people are ready for change," 
she said in a quick interview 
with AFP in front of St. Peter's 
Basilica, before being taken 
away in a police car. 

Sevre-Duszynska,an Amer¬ 
ican who lives in Kentucky, 
was ordained by a female 
bishop and has been leading 
mass for four years — though 
she and all other female priests 
have been excommunicated by 
the Vatican. 



Hillary Clinton tops 2016 US 
presidential poll 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
2016 US election might be a 
full three and a half years 
away, but that is not stopping 
pollsters from asking voters 
who has the early presidential 
edge. And the advantage goes 
to Hillary Clinton. 

The recently retired secre¬ 
tary of state and former first 
lady would handily defeat any 
of three leading potential Re¬ 
publican candidates, including 
New Jersey Governor Chris 
Christie, the Quinnipiac Uni¬ 
versity poll said Thursday. 

The blunt-talking Christie 
came in second in the poll, 
well ahead of fellow Republi¬ 
cans Marco Rubio, a first-term 
senator from Florida, and con¬ 
gressman Paul Ryan, who was 
Mitt Romney's running mate in 
2012. 

"Former secretary of state 
Hillary Clinton would start a 
2016 presidential campaign 


with enormous advantages," 
said the polling institute's as¬ 
sistant director Peter Brown. 

"She obviously is by far the 
best known, and her more than 
20 years in the public spotlight 
allows her to create a very fa¬ 
vorable impression on the 
American people." 

Clinton topped Christie 45- 
37 percent in the poll, bested 
Ryan 50-38 and trounced 
Rubio, seen as a Republican 
rising star, 50-34 percent. 

But Christie, who was re¬ 
cently snubbed when he was not 
invited to the upcoming Conser¬ 
vative Political Action Confer¬ 
ence, outperformed the other 
two Democrats in the poll, edg¬ 
ing Vice President Joe Biden 
43-40 percent and comfortably 
topping New York Governor 
Andrew Cuomo 45-28. 

"Although some Republicans 
don't think... Christie is conser¬ 
vative enough for their taste, he 


runs best of the three Republi¬ 
cans tested," Brown said. 

Clinton, 65, is the early 
frontrunner in part because of 
her ability to attract independ¬ 
ent voters. 

Quinnipiac surveyed 1,944 
registered voters by fixed and 
mobile telephone, and its poll 
has a margin of error of 2.2 
percentage points. 

Early last month the same 
institute released a poll show¬ 
ing Clinton was the most pop¬ 
ular political figure in 
America, well ahead of Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama, who beat 
her in the 2008 Democratic 
primary. 

Clinton, a former US sena¬ 
tor, has said she has no plans to 
re-enter politics and run for the 
White House in 2016, saying 
she wants to rest after two 
decades in the public spotlight, 
catch up on reading and spend 
time with her family.

Menstruation the forgotten 
development issue: UN body 


GENEVA (AFP) - Aid agen¬ 
cies and governments must 
tackle the taboos surrounding 
menstruation as sidelining the 
issue undermines the quality of 
life of women and girls, chiefly 
in poor nations, a UN body 
said. 

Poor education about men¬ 
struation, lack of access to san¬ 
itary napkins and painkillers 
for cramps, and inadequate 
washing and disposal facilities 
have a far-reaching impact on 
schooling, work and health, the 
Water Supply and Sanitation 
Collaborative Council said. 

"From the moment a girl has 
her first period, she then men¬ 
struates for almost 3,500 days 
throughout her lifetime, every 
month," programme manager 
Archana Patkar said. 

"This is the unspoken, silent 
hygiene and sanitation issue," 
she told reporters. 

A major concern is that a 
lack of sanitary napkins and 
washing facilities means girls 


miss school because of their 
bleeding, she said. 

"This has a huge fall-out, 
and many implications. Not 
only for schools, but also in the 
workplace, in markets," she 
said. 

"This is an issue that cuts 
across health, education, liveli¬ 
hoods and all development out¬ 
comes. It's centre-stage." 

The Council pointed to re¬ 
search in India showing that 
only 12 percent of girls and 
women have access to and use 
sanitary napkins, that many 
have a poor understanding of 
menstrual hygiene, and that 23 
percent of girls drop out of 
school after puberty. 

"There are two billion 
women worldwide in the men¬ 
struating age group, between 
12 and 50. At any given mo¬ 
ment, 340 million women and 
girls are menstruating. So the 
scale of this is pretty huge," 
Patkar said. 

In developed countries 


women and girls have better 
access to products and materi¬ 
als, and facilities were also 
more widely available, she 
said. 

She criticised beliefs in some 
societies — notably male-dom¬ 
inated ones — that menstruation 
is "impure". 

"Menstruation is a biological 
phenomenon which is respon¬ 
sible for future generations. We 
wouldn't be here without it. So 
it's really strange that we have 
all this silence, shame, secrecy 
and taboos around it," she said. 

"This has huge psychosocial 
implications for a young girl 
which carry right through to 
old age. It's part of the disem- 
powerment and disenfranchise¬ 
ment of women and girls." 

The Council groups UN 
agencies, governments and 
professionals, and focuses on 
improving the lot of the 2.5 bil¬ 
lion people worldwide without 
access to basic sanitation.

Scientists use brain 
electrodes to treat 
anorexia 


PARIS (AFP) - Scientists said 
they had, for the first time, 
helped women with severe 
anorexia through electrodes 
implanted into their brains. 

The technique is in an ex¬ 
perimental phase and only 
some patients had improved, 
but the treatment showed 
promise, they wrote in the 
Fancet medical journal. 

After nine months, three of 
the six patients in the trial had 
put on weight and appeared to 
be in a better state of mind, 
said the team of specialists 
from the United States and 
Canada. 

For the three, "this was the 
longest period of sustained in¬ 
crease in BMI (Body Mass 
Index — the ratio between a 
person's height and weight) 
since the onset of their illness," 
wrote the authors. 

Furthermore, the technique 
known as deep brain stimula¬ 
tion (DBS) "was associated 
with improvements in mood, 
anxiety... and anorexia ner- 
vosa-related obsessions and 


compulsions in four patients 
and with improvements in 
quality of life in three patients 
after six months of stimula¬ 
tion," said the paper. 

Three patients, however, 
showed no weight improve¬ 
ment and the scientists pointed 
out that the procedure was as¬ 
sociated with "several adverse 
events" — including one 
woman suffering a seizure. 

Other effects included panic 
attacks, nausea and pain. 

Anorexia nervosa is usually 
a chronic illness that affects 
nearly one percent of people. It 
is typically diagnosed in young 
women aged 15-19. 

It has one of the highest 
mortality rates of a psychiatric 
disorder — between six and 11 
percent — and is among the 
most difficult to treat, the au¬ 
thors wrote. 

The trial involved implant¬ 
ing electrodes into the part of 
the brain that regulates emo¬ 
tion so as to moderate the ac¬ 
tivity of dysfunctional brain 
circuits. 
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Germany eyes new Internet industrial revolution 


HANOVER (AFP)-Known 
throughout the world for qual¬ 
ity cars and industrial giants, 
Germany is now seeking to 
position itself for the coming 
revolution, ’’industry 4.0”, 
powered by Internet. 

"The Internet has become 
an integral part of industry,” 
said Chancellor Angela 
Merkel as she inaugurated the 
CeBIT, the world's biggest 
high-tech fair here in the 
northern city of Hanover. 

And German firms at the 
CeBIT show were scrambling 
not to get left behind by the 
global competition when it 


comes to making industrial 
processes smarter and more 
interconnected. 

The German Research Cen¬ 
ter for Artificial Intelligence 
(DFKI) showcased its "smart 
factory”, showing how indus¬ 
trial processes can be made 
more efficient when con¬ 
nected by Internet. 

As an example, the DFKI 
demonstrated how a plastic 
badge installed with a tiny 
RFID identification chip in¬ 
structs the machines involved 
in its production. 

The chip can tell other ma¬ 
chines what to engrave on its 


surface, what colour to paint it 
or whether to stick on instruc¬ 
tions in French, German or 
Portuguese. 

The idea of the project, 
which should be rolled out on 
an industrial scale in Germany 
next year, is to allow a produc¬ 
tion process that is both large- 
scale and highly specific. 

Nearby, a DFKI staff mem¬ 
ber demonstrates a pair of 
large black glasses that look 
like they have been taken 
straight from a sci-fi film. 

He turns towards a machine 
and begins to repair it with the 
aid of holographic instructions 
that are beamed into his 
glasses. 

"The idea is to make non¬ 
specialists capable of repair¬ 
ing” the machines, without 
having to wait for an expert 
engineer, he explained. 

Beyond individual indus¬ 
trial processes, big German 
firms are also looking at ways 
to link up whole factories via

the Internet and even get sep¬ 
arate plants to communicate 
with each other. 

The idea of "networking” fac¬ 
tories is "the motor for produc¬ 
tivity gains in the coming years,” 
Jim Hagemann Snabe, one of 
the bosses of German software 
SAP, told the CeBIT fair. 

The new revolution is going 
to require the Internet to be¬ 
come much more powerful. 
According to figures pub¬ 
lished by US firm Cisco, more 
than 50 billion objects will be 
connected to each other via the 
Internet by 2020. 

And Germany is already 
trying to make sure that its 
huge network of small and 
medium-sized businesses, the 
backbone of Europe's 
strongest economy, will not be 
left behind in the global race to 
make industry smarter. 

Three industry lobby 
groups, in telecommunica¬ 
tions, machine-tools and elec¬ 
tronics, have clubbed together 
to launch from April a joint in¬ 
formation platform, saying it 
was of "enormous importance” 
for the country's factories. 


Personality 
traits probed 
in high-res 
brain scans 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers published incred¬ 
ibly detailed images of the 
human brain as part of an in¬ 
ternational project aimed at 
uncovering how brain archi¬ 
tecture influences personality. 

The five-year "Human Con- 
nectome Project” or HCP — 
being conducted at 10 research 
centers in the US and Europe - 
- will use advanced brain im¬ 
aging technology to collect 
vast amounts of data on 
healthy adults and make it 
freely available to researchers 
worldwide. 

It will enable "the scientific 
community to immediately 
begin exploring relationships 
between brain circuits and in¬ 
dividual behavior,”.. 

Yesterday's initial release 
includes scans of 68 healthy 
adults, along with behavioral 
information, including indi¬ 
vidual differences in personal¬ 
ity, cognitive capabilities, 
emotional characteristics and 
perceptual function. 

The extremely high-resolu¬ 
tion brain scans were achieved 
using two techniques of mag¬ 
netic resonance imaging. Each 
have limitations, the re¬ 
searchers said, but taken to¬ 
gether, they should give a 
more complete picture of what 
goes on in the brain. 

The researchers also per¬ 
formed scans of the test subjects 
while performing specific tasks. 

The resulting dataset is mas¬ 
sive — comprising two terabytes 
(2 trillion bytes) of computer 
memory, or the equivalent of 
more than 400 DVDs. 

Over the next five years, the 
researchers hope to release sim¬ 
ilar information on a total of 
1,200 individuals, including 
siblings and twins, which will 
help determine which brain cir¬ 
cuitry traits might be inherited. 



SAN DIEGO (AFP) Butterfly keepers carefully exam¬ 
ined the newest butterfly pupae, which arrived at the San 
Diego Zoo Safari Park. This first shipment came from 
Costa Rica carrying somewhere between 500 and 700 
butterfly pupae. Animal care staff will sort the pupae in 
a humidity -- and climate-controlled room making sure 
the pupae are carefully sorted and counted. There, the 
pupae will emerge from their chrysalis and then be 
placed into an aviary at the Safari Park for Butterfly Jun¬ 
gle, a yearly event at the Safari Park. Butterfly Jungle 
takes place March 16 through April 7. Guests are com¬ 
pletely immersed by thousands of butterflies as they 
walk through the Safari Parka€™s Hidden Jungle aviary. 
The 30 species of butterflies highlighted this year will 
hail from Africa, Asia and Central and South America and 
include the zebra longwing, orange-barred tiger and Gre¬ 
cian shoemaker. Old favorites such as the monarch, 
giant swallowtail and blue morpho also will be charming 
guests.

Brazil Congress quashes 
veto of oil royalty share-out 


Global bank group warns over too 
much liquidity 


BRASILIA(AFP) - Brazil’s 
Congress revived legislation 
that gives a greater share of the 
country’s oil royalties to non¬ 
oil producing states, overriding 
a veto by President Dilma 
Rousseff. 

The decision, announced to 
AFP by the general secretariat 
of the Congress yesterday, 
means royalties in existing and 
future contracts will be shared 
more evenly between oil-pro¬ 
ducing and non-producing 
states. 

Last November, Rousseff 
vetoed an article in the law that 
provided for a more equitable 
sharing of royalties among the 
26 states and the federal dis¬ 
trict of Brasilia. 

She questioned the fact that

FRANKFURT (AFP) - The Eu¬ 
ropean Central Bank yesterday 
trimmed its growth forecasts 
for this year and next as the im¬ 
pact of the bloc’s debt crisis 
continued to be felt across the 
17-country eurozone. 

The ECB said it expected 
the eurozone economy to con¬ 
tract by 0.5 percent in 2013 be¬ 
fore recovering to grow by 1.0 
percent next year. It had previ¬

WASHINGTON (AFP) - An 
influential group of leading 
world banks warned yester¬ 
day that central banks are 
pumping out too much easy 
money and markets risk be¬ 
coming dangerously addicted 
to ultra-low interest rates. 

The Institute of Interna¬ 
tional Finance, which groups 
450 banks, said that if central 
banks continue to flood 
money into the global econ¬ 
omy, then any future bid to 
get it under control could it¬ 
self destabilize the financial 
system. 

"Much of the recovery so 
far has... been heavily reliant 
on 'easy money' conditions 
fostered by central banks," 
the IIF said in a statement. 

"These conditions — quan¬ 
titative easing, very low inte¬ 
rest rates — cannot last 
forever, but the risk is that fi¬ 
nancial markets have become 
addicted to them," it warned. 

"The longer central bank 
liquidity is relied on to hold 
things together, the more ex¬ 
cesses and distortions are 
being accumulated in the fi¬ 
nancial system. An eventual 
unwinding of these excesses 
will become a destabilizing 
risk event."

Cycling: Rasmussen claims 
5.6 min euros from Rabobank 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Danish 
rider Michael Rasmussen is 
claiming unfair dismissal and 
5.6 million euros ($7.3 million, 
£4.8 million) in damages and 
interest from his former team 
Rabobank after he was sacked 
in 2007, a report said on 
Thursday. 

The Dutch news agency 
ANA said the cyclist told a tri¬ 
bunal in the Netherlands that 
team managers were "aware of 
doping practices" and as a re¬ 
sult concluded that his dis¬ 
missal was not justified. 

At a previous court hearing 
in 2008, Rasmussen was 
awarded 665,000 euros in un¬ 
paid wages but he appealed the 


ruling, claiming that the sum 
was insufficient. 

Rasmussen was thrown off 
the 2007 Tour de France 
when he was wearing the 
leader’s yellow jersey for 
having lied about his where¬ 
abouts before the race in 
order to escape out-of-com¬ 
petition dope tests. 

He said he was in Mexico 
while in fact he was in France 
and Italy. 

The Dane later admitted 
that he lied to the International 
Cycling Union (UCI) govern¬ 
ing body, which oversees drug 
testing, and that a number of 
his team-mates were aware of 
his real whereabouts. He was 
given a two-year ban. 

At a tribunal in Arnhem on 
Thursday, a former doctor for 
Rabobank backed up Ras¬ 
mussen's claims, ANA re¬ 
ported. 

The 38-year-old, who twice 
won the polka dot jersey for 
best climber in 2005 and 2006, 
recently announced an end to 
his career and admitted that he 
used banned performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs over 12 years. 


Baseball: Yankee reliever 
Rivera to retire this year 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
FIFA general secretary Jerome 
Valcke admitted on Thursday 
that there was "no plan B" if 
Rio's emblematic Maracana 
stadium was not ready for 
June's Confederations Cup in 
Brazil. 

The famous old stadium in 
Rio de Janeiro, that hosted the 
final match of the 1950 World 
Cup, has been undergoing a 
makeover. 

There had been concern that 
reconstruction was falling be¬ 
hind schedule, particularly fol¬ 
lowing heavy rains in the city 
on Tuesday night that left parts 
of the site flooded and forced 
a planned FIFA inspection on 
Wednesday to be shelved. 

Valcke is due to meet with 
the local organising commit¬ 
tee, the Rio government and 
constructors Odebrecht today 
to discuss the issue. 

"It will be a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss every part of the stadium 
... so we can ensure ourselves 
that there is a clear understand¬ 
ing of what will be ready on 
April 27," said Valcke, before 
adding: "or if something will 
be missing." 

The FIFA chief also added 
that "there is no plan B" in case 
the Maracana or any of the 
other five venues for the Con¬ 
federations Cup are not ready. 

"We've already sold tickets 


for the six stadiums — there is 
no possibility to change this, 
there is no plan B," he told re¬ 
porters. 

O Globo newspaper pub¬ 
lished photos on Thursday 
showing that there was no 
grass on the Maracana pitch, 
which was flooded with water, 
thousands of seats had yet to be 
fitted in the stands and only a 
part of the roof had been built. 

The local government 
claims that 87 percent of the 
rebuilding work has been com¬ 
pleted and the stadium remains 
on course to host matches not 
just at the Confederations Cup 
in June but also the World Cup 
in 2014. 

"We're holding to April 27, 
that's always been the date for 
us and nothing has changed 
said Valcke. 

The official presentation of 
the Maracana to FIFA was sup¬ 
posed to take place in February 
but had to be postponed until 
May 24, some three weeks be¬ 
fore the start of the Confeder¬ 
ations Cup on June 15 when 
Brazil play Asian champions 
Japan in Brasilia. 

The first match in the Mara¬ 
cana is due to be a friendly be¬ 
tween Brazil and England on 
June 2 while the first Confed¬ 
erations Cup match to be held 
there will be on June 16 be¬ 
tween Mexico and Italy. 


NEW YORK (AFP) - New 
York Yankees ace relief pitcher 
Mariano Rivera, Major League 
Baseball's all-time saves 
leader, plans to announce this 
weekend that this will be his 
last season, the New York Post 
reported Thursday. 

The newspaper said that 
Rivera will announce his plan 
to retire at the end of the Yan¬ 
kees' 2013 campaign on Satur¬ 
day, when he makes his 
pre-season exhibition debut on 
the mound. 

The 43-year-old Panaman¬ 
ian right-hander, who have 608 
career major league saves, had 
hinted at retirement last year 
but tore his right knee anterior 


cruciate ligament last May and 
missed the remainder of the 
season. 

Rivera, a 12-time All-Star 
reliever, had vowed to return, 
saying he did not want to end 
his career with an injury. 

Rivera has been spectacular 
for the Yankees in the playoffs, 
helping the team win five 
World Series titles with 42 
saves and a 0.70 earned-run 
average over 141 innings in 96 
playoff games. 

Last season, he appeared 
only nine times, managing just 
five saves with a 1-1 record 
and a 2.16 earned run average. 
He had no fewer than 28 saves 
in any of his 15 prior seasons

WARSAW (AFP) - Two Pol¬ 
ish climbers who went 
missing after making the 
first ever winter ascent of 
one of the world's highest 
mountains are unlikely to 
be found, the expedition 
leader said Thursday. 

Tomasz Kowalski, 27, 
and Maciej Berbeka, 51, 
were among four Poles 
who on Tuesday reached 
the 8,047-metre (26,401- 
feet) summit of Broad 
Peak, located on the bor¬ 
der between Pakistan and 
China, on Tuesday. 

The other two climbers 
who made the ascent of 
the world's 12th highest 
peak, Adam Bielecki, 29, 
and Artur Malek, 33, de¬ 
scended safely to a camp 
at 7,400 metres before 
going down further to 
base camp.

quoted as saying by ESPN De- 
portes. 

”It is time to turnaround this 
situation. It all began in Milan 
and the return could be the 
game where we lift ourselves." 

It is not just in Europe that

Outfielder Curtis Grander- 
son will also miss at least all of 
April with a broken arm while 
starting pitcher Phil Hughes 
has a back injury. 

Yankee shortstop Derek 
Jeter and closing relief pitcher 
Mariano Rivera have arrived 
at training camp coming off of 
injuries that ended their 2012 
seasons early. 

Jeter suffered a broken left 
ankle in the playoffs while 
Panama right-hander Rivera is 
back at age 43 after right knee 
surgery last year and Yankee 
starting pitcher CC Sabathia is 
coming off left elbow surgery. 


Olympics: Los Angeles 
to seek 2024 Summer 
Games 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - Two- 
time Olympic host Los Ange¬ 
les plans to bid on hosting the 
2024 Summer Olympics, ac¬ 
cording to mayor Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa, and the city's effort 
has some major celebrity 
backers. 

The American West Coast 
metropolis, which hosted the 
1932 Games and the 1984 
Olympics that were boycotted 
by the Soviet Union and east¬ 
ern bloc countries, expressed 
its interest in a letter to the US 
Olympic Committee (USOC). 

The USOC wrote to the 
mayors of 35 cities in February 
asking if they wanted to be 
considered to host the 2024 
Summer Olympics and Para¬ 
lympics. Villaraigosa replied 
on Monday, the Times re¬ 
ported. 

His reply was accompanied 
by a letter from the Southern 
California Committee for the 


Olympic Games, signed by 
Disney chief Robert Iger, bas¬ 
ketball legend Magic Johnson 
and Oscar-winning actor Tom 
Hanks, among others. 

The host for the 2024 
Olympics will be chosen in 
2017. The last US city to host 
the Summer Olympics was At¬ 
lanta in 1996. Salt Lake City 
hosted the Winter Olympics in 
2002. 

New York applied to host 
the 2012 Games, but its bid 
was scuppered when the 
planned Olympic Stadium site 
was nixed. Chicago bid for the 
2016 Games, but was knocked 
out in the first round of Inter¬ 
national Olympic Committee 
voting. 

Villaraigosa, who took of¬ 
fice as LA mayor in 2005, will 
stand down after May 21 elec¬ 
tions to choose his successor. 
He cannot stand for re-election 
after two terms. 
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NBAs LeBron's late layup stretches Heat win 


streak to 16 



MIAMI (AFP) - LeBron 
James scored the game-win¬ 
ning layup with 3.2 seconds 
remaining Wednesday to give 
defending NBA champion 
Miami a 97-96 victory over 
visiting Orlando, stretching 
the Heat’s win streak to 16 
games. 

James dribbled to the bas¬ 
ket while being guarded, but 
flipped the ball up and into the 
basket to boost Miami's over¬ 
all club-record victory run and 
provide his team with a 12th 
consecutive home triumph. 

The reigning NBA most 
valuable player finished with 
a game-high of 26 points, 
while Dwyane Wade added 
24 points and Chris Bosh con¬ 
tributed 17 points and 10 re¬ 
bounds for the Heat. 

Miami, with the best record 
in the Eastern Conference at 
45-15, moved within one tri¬ 


umph of matching the longest 
win streak in the NBA this 
season, a 17-game run by the 
Los Angeles Clippers. 

The Heat will have a 
chance to pass the Clippers 
with triumphs at home on Fri¬ 
day against Philadelphia and 
Sunday against Indiana. 

Orlando, with the NBA's 
second-worst record at 17-45, 
were led by 25 points and 21 
rebounds from 7-footer 
Nikola Vucevic, a 22-year-old 
from Montenegro. 

Miami led 55-40 at half¬ 
time before the Magic rallied 
within 77-74 entering the 
fourth quarter. Orlando 
opened the fourth quarter with 
a 12-4 run for an 86-81 lead 
before the Heat bounced back 
to leave the game level at 93- 
93 with 2:22 remaining. 

Jameer Nelson's jump shot 
and a Tobias Harris free throw 


gave the Magic a 96-93 lead. 
James, Wade and Ray Allen 
missed three-pointers before 
Bosh hit two free throws after 
being fouled by Vucevic to 
pull Miami within 96-95. 


Orlando's A1 Harrington 
missed a three-point attempt 
and James grabbed the re¬ 
bound, setting up the final 
Heat possession and his 


game-winning shot. 

Miami last lost on February 
1 at Indiana and the Heat last 
dropped a home game on Jan¬ 
uary 4 against Chicago.
